HIS EXPERIENCE ADMIRABLY FITS 


HIM FOR THE WORK. 


Washington, Aug. 2—Special-,Jt has practically been 


•determined by the administration to place Cuba under a mili 
tary government for a time after the declaration of peace 
and to place affairs in charge of Gen. Fitshugh Lee. 
That 


officer has been consulted, and has expressed his willingness 
to undertake the task. 
He is regarded as peculiarily fitted 


for the position, not only because of his experience with the 
Spaniards and Cubans while consul general at Havana but 
because of his military training, which has given him unusual 
facility for the government of men. An army of 50,000 men 
will be needed. 
These will be sufficient to repress all dis- 


older. The way to a stable government will be gradually 
prepared, and in the course of a few years the Cubans in 
conjunction with American citizens, who will flock to the' is- 
land by thousands as soon as peace is declared, may become 
capab e of self-government. Their deficiencies at present 
are fuljy lecognized, and the hazard of placing affairs in their 
hands is realized. A military government for a few jears 
will be a necessity, but it will not be a harsh but an education- 
al one, conducted with a view to promoting intelligence and 
self reliance among the people and not with the purpose of 
repressing any of their laudable ambitions in the direction of 
^sen-government. 


Spain's Delay. 


Washington, Aug. 2-Special-There is no anxiety here 


over Spam s delay in accepting the terms of peace. 
In fact, 


it will suit the administration's plans to have a delay of a 
week or ten days. 
By that time Gen. Miles will be in full 


possession of Poito Rico, and Manila will be in the hands of 
•the American forces. 
Even with these advantages gained 


howevtr, ,t is not the purpose of the administration to de! 
m^nd more concessions than those contained in the memor- 
andum given to M. Cambon. 
The American activity, how 


ever will serve to convince the Madrid government of the 
hopelessness of attempting to stave off the inevitable. Noth- 
ing w,!! be lost by this government by Spain's temporizing. 


An Extia Session of Congress. 
Washington, Aug. 2-Special-An extra session of both 


branches of congress will be required to close up the business 
of the year. 
Action by the senate will be necessary to make 


a treaty of peace effective, and a law approved by both 
branches^vill be needed to authorize the president to keep in 
servicedie armies of occupation in Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
riii ippmes. About a hundred thousand men will be requir- 
ed for that duty. 
The soldiers now in the field will not be 


available, because their term of service ends with the war.

BEFORE THE FALL 


AT 
SANTIAGO 


LIEUT.RICHARDSON DESCRIBES 


THE ADVANCE ON THE CITY. 


Many Brave Americans Fall *By Span- 


ish Bullets-Hardships the Ameri. 
can Soldiers Had to Endure—All 
Did Their Duty Manfully anrt Elic 
itcd High PraiEC, 
Lieut. L. T. Richardson, ol this city, 


who 
participated in tho campaign 


against Santiago, and was "In at iha 
death," has written a letter homo de- 
scribing the scenes preceding the sn.- 
rendcr of the city, frota which The 
Gazette Is permitted to maka the fol- 
lowing extracts: 
•Santiago,July 15,1808—We havehad 
a pretty tough titno of It since the last 
of June. The night of June.30, Bates' 
brigade, to which we belong, marched 
from Stboney to tho front, starting 
about 0 p. m. We wore either march- 
ing ' or engaged all day on tho 1st, 
night ttndlnff us near the extreme 
right after the Qgnt at Caney. 
We 


marched nearly all that night, going 
to the extreme left, where wo halted 
about 2:30 or 3 a, m: and slept or 
rather 
died 
in 
our 
tracks 


till 
daylight, 
when 
we 
were 


amused 
again 
by 
the Spanish 


bullets that wore coming over the 
orest of tho hill in a manner that made 
sleep impossible. 
We remained there 


until about the middle of tho morning 
when we took a more advanced posi- 
tion and entrenched. My captain was 
shot there while sitting beside me. 
He is doing nicely now and has been 
sent baek to the states. 
About coon 


of the 3rd all firing was stopped by a 
succession of true-s that lasted till 
the loth. On the ?th our 
brigade 


made another advance and took up a 
position about 500 yards from Spanish 
lines and about 1000 yards from the 
city. Wo opened up again on the lOtb, 
and after about twenty-four hours 
rr ore of it there was another truce, 
which resulted In the surrender. 


We both hope and expeot to go to 


Porto Rico, but probably cannot go for 
some t'me yet. 
& larga force will 


have t) remain on guard, and other 
t.oops will probably be scut to clear 
up the south coast towns. 
The Span- 


lards h're put up a splendid flt{bt.*nd 
had they shown aa much judgement 
as oonngr, could have prevented our 
success for a loig time at least. 


Men who served through the war 


say that the army have suffered more 
hardship and discomfort than In any 
campaign they ever saw. 
Certainly 


the character of our clothing, the 
country and climate, our being with- 
out tenta and without proper food and 
medical attendance have combined to 
make It very hard. Five of my former 
classmates we.-a killed July 1 and dur- 
ing our march that night it seemed ai 
though at every turn of the path we 
heard of another friend lost.

Artlllclnl Rulilrs. 


In a recent lecture Prof. A. P. Brown 


pf^ Philadelphia jjpBcrlhctl the methods 
now practfceil for making artificial 
gems. Although minute-diamonds can 
bo tnade, with the aid of the electric 
furnace, none large enough to bo cm- 
ployed In jewelry have yet beea pro- 
duced. But rubles of large size, and as 
Cno in color and appearance as tho 
best natural gems, havo been made. 
The ruby Is composed of oxldo of alum- 
inium. A certain method of detecting 
artificial rubles Is by examination with 
a microscope. The natural gem Is al- 
ways filled with minute cracks, Invis- 
ible to the naked eye, but perfectly dis- 
cernible with a high magnifying pow- 
er. Tho artificial ruby has no cracks, 
but, on tho other hand, Is filled with 
mlnuto bubbles, or gas-holes. 
This 


test, accordlne to Professor Brown, is 
the only one by which the best artificial 
rubles can be distinguished from tho 
eamo gems as nature makes them.— 
Youth's Companion.
